1. It is considered by some commentators, as 
% piece of sérious adyice, to take the most com- 
fortable enjoyment in the blessings of the present 
life, in such a way as to be always ready to answer 


providence, maybe surveyed and stacied with 
pleasure and profit. Here the senses may all 
be regaled by the beauties reflected in the light 
of day} by the odours wafted in the breeze, by 
the ~~ which floats on the gale, by the de- 
licious “fruits ripened in their season, by the 
cheering and exhilerating refreshments of all 
the elements. We may innocently, enjoy the 
blessings of society and friendship, of study and 
labor, of service and business. God is not dis- 
pleased that we seek comfort ia the blessings of 
his providing. We may receive them innocent- 
ly and thankfully. He has made them for our 
comfort. But we are to use them prudently, as 
lent favors, as the bounties of his hand, as the 
blessings for which we are to be accountable.— 
Rejoice then, in these, the numerous blessings 
which thy Creator has provided for thy comfort, 
thy food, thy raiment, thy habitation, thy wealth 
and health and friends. Let thy heart be cheer- 
ful while thou partakest them.—Yes, you may 
be cheerful without being light, and trifling, and 
vain. You may let the sight ot the eye affect 
the heart with gratitude. If your heart is right 
in the sight of God, you may walk in the desire 
of your heart and be satisfied. Youmay be con- 
tent, resigned and happy, in the state in which 
God has placed you. Remembering that his 
eyes are in every place. He beholds al! your 
doings and weighs all your actions. Yet, know 
thou that for all these things, God will bring 
thee into judgment. Then you must give an ac- 
count of your stewardship. Then, if you have 
wasted your Lord’s goods, if you bave consum- 
ed them on your lusts, you will be accused and 
condemned. As you have nothing but what you 
have received, you have nothing but what you 
are accountable for... Know thou, that for all 
these things God will bring thee into judgment. 
Therefore, watch over thy senses, passions, ap- 
petites and ways—walk ‘circumspectly, not as 
fools, but as wise, redeeming the time, and al- 
ways keep in memory the day of future rezkon- 
ing. It is thus that some understand the text as 
giving a piece of salutary advice, to improve 
the season of youth; while all the senses and 
faculties are alive to pleasure, while the sun, or 
the light, or the moon, or the stars, are not dark- 
ened, nor the clouds return after the rain, while 
the evil days come not, nor the years draw nigh, 
when thou shalt say, I have no pleastrein them. 
To eat and drink and enjoy the good of your la- 
bor, undera just sense of your accountability.— 
To such an interpretation we have no:particu- 
lar objection, because it holds forth no fatal er- 
ror, no dangerous doctrine; but it is consistent 
with the genéral requirements of God towards 
his creatures, who are to live as rational and ac- 
countable beings. But, 

2. The words may be regarded as a pointed 
irony, expressive of the vanity, criminality and 
danger of indulging in youthful lusts, for which

|| judgment. It isthe nature of this figure of 
speech to mean directly the contrary of what is 
said, and yet not to be chargeable with falsehood. 
Irony has a double face ; yet the manner of speak- 
ing, the intention and-design of the speaker, is 
so apparent, that it is seldom, if ever, misunder- 
stood. Examples of irony are to be found in 
the holy scriptures; but they are rare, and only 
used where it is feund to be important to give 
point and)force to reproof. ‘Thys Elijah, to re- 
prove the folly, presumption and madness of the 
worshippers of Baal, urged them to “ cry aloud, 
for he is a god; either is he talking, or he is 
pursuing, or he is ona journey ; or peradventure 
he sleepeth and must be awaked.” 

Who can doubt but the prophet meant, in 
the most pointed manner, to reprove them for 
their folly and wickedness in worshipping a 
senseless idol that could neither'see, nor hear, 
nor answer; and to show them how useless and

* Custom as the plague of wise men, and thé idol 
of fools.” 
A criminal fondness for dress is a striking char- 
acteristic of the present age. This sore evil; 
like the croaking plagues of Egypt, haunts alike _ 
the palace of the rich, and the cottage of the 
poor. Its pernicious consequences are realized 
among all classes of citizens, in tewn and coun- 
try ; and it would be well for the Church, if she 
had barriers safficient to prevent it from multi- 
plying its victims within Her sacred inclosure.— 
But alas! how many who publicly profess to re- 
nounce the world,-with all its ‘ baits of pleasing 
ill” are daily sacrificing the precious gifts of 
Providence, to the ‘Empress of the world ?!— 
What can be done? Much has been said 
written on this subject, but still the evil increa- 
ses, and threatens to overwhelm the Church 
with a fatal deluge. And it is to be feared, if 
something more is not speedily done, that piety 
will shortly exist only in name—that the simple 
and yererable institutions of the gospel will be 
“obliged to give place to empty shadows, and 
painted ontsides. Under the pressing weight of 
these views, the writer has formed the design of 
throwing together a few thoughts on the subject, 
not for the sake of becoming anauthor, but with 
a view of stimulating some ‘valiant son of Jesse, 
to take the field against this mighty champion, 
it will not be expected ‘that. emple justice can 
be done to a subject of so much magnitude, with- 
in the compass of a few observations, ‘1 shall, 
therefore, confine my remarks to the custom of 
wearing mourning apparel. It is well known» 
that ithas long been a prevailing custom, in this” 
country, when a person loses a friend by death, 
to clothe himself in black, for the purpose, I sup- 
pose, of convincing the w that he mourns, 
as this seems to be the most $ stantial proof he 
can give of it.

vince them of the fallacy of theic reasoning on 
this Subject, then let. them go abroad and witness 
the poverty and distress occasioned by a fondness 
for dress. How many families have been im- 
poverished—how many widows haye been re- 
duced to want—how many orphans have suffer- 
ed for the staff of lite—how many honest credi- 
tors have been defrauded, merely because when 
a person dies his numerous surviving relatives 
must testify their grief, for the loss they have 
sustained, by wearing black apparel! if these 
facts do not entirely neutralize all the arguments 
that can be brought forward in favor of the cus- 
tom, yet they must have some influeri¢e on ey- 
ery reasonable mind, ‘They cannot fail to ar- 
rest the attention of every Christian, whose duty 
and whose interest it is to “ abhor that which is 
evil and cleave to that which is good.” Should 
any call these ideas chimerical and foolish, it is 
to be hoped that they will’not forget who has 
said—* be not conformed to this world.”

The Ginnttrar Mission appears fo be ina 
state of considerable prosperity.» It is a station 
of great and increasing importance, from the fa- 
cilities which it furnishes to our missionary em- 
ployed there; as well as to other pious persons, 
10 spread the light and influence of religion, by 
means of the scriptures and useful tracts, among 
the foreigners who resort to that garrison, and 
in Spain, where a spirit of religious inquiry con- 
tinues to increase. 3 

From Wesrexn and Sovrnean Arnica the ti- 
dings are encouraging. In Western Africa, al- 
though we regret to slate, that the unhealthi- 
ness of the climate frequently deranges the plans 
and impedes the operations of our mssionaries, 
by either laying them aside through sickness, or 
removing them by death; yet there is a prospest 
of the work extending, and of its becoming per- 
mancotly establislied, even in that region of 
sickness and death. é 

In Southern Africa, the climate of which is 
less unfriendly to fhe constitutions of Europeans, 
the state of our missions wears the most encour- 
aging aspect. After mtich anxiety on account of 
the brethren Messrs. Hodgson and Broadbent, 
arising. from their not. having been heard 
of at the Cape for a considerable time, and fro 
the accounts which had been received of the 
disturbed state of the Boschunna country, which 
had ;been invaded by a powerful predatory 
party from the north; letters have at length 
been received from them which are of a very 
gratiiying nature, both as they state their. per- 
sonal safety, andthe commencement of a mission- 
ary establishment in a part of the country which 
promises to open the door to the the dilfusion 
ofchristianity among a numerous people. ™ 


Mr. W. Shaw, upon the commencement ofa 
Caffree Mission, writes as follows :—‘* With the 
view of arranging with the Carffre Chiefs, and 
of selecting a situation for one first Missionary 
station in Caffreland, I took a journey into that 
country the latter end of July, and returned the 
beginning of this month—Through the good 
han of God upon me, my life was not only pre- 
served while trayelling on horseback among 
barlarous and savage men, and wild beasts ; but 
my health also, notwithstanding my generally 
sleeping on the ground, in the open air, and ex- 
jeses y heavy rains during the journey. 

ese, however,are comparatively small mer- 
cies, to the more important particular of having 
t the blessing of God, succeeded in my 
object far beyond my most sanguine expecta- 
tions” §=He further seer, that “the Caffree 
Chief or King Paro, with all his. brothers, and a 
number of inferior captains and counsellors who 
assembled on the occasion, acceded with 
rites pleasure to. the of our com- 


ter from the missionaries of the Cinghalese Dis- 
trict :—** The Committee would, we are per- 
suaded, be gratified, could they see the regular 
and systematic litle estabiishment we now have 
on all our stations, in almost every part of this 
heathen country, for the pubgjc worship of God, 
or the instruction of children. “It is pleasing to 
go round the Island in imagination and tak@ a 
view of these Christian Institutions. The mis- 
sion house—the mission family—a family wor- 
shipping.God in a heathen land—the places 
built publicly to honor him, and the assemblies 
of various colors and languages, coming togeth- 
er to acknowledge Christ asthe only Saviour ; 
and in different languages, to chant his praise. 
The rapid progress making by the brethren in 
the languages of the country, is also a maiter of 
sincere congratulation. ,We are laying aside our 
interpreters ; and, ia at least four orfive diTer- 
ent languages, ure constantly employed in mak- 
ing known ithe riches of Divine Grace. 

The Sovrn Sza Missions.—Those most dist- 
ant scenes of missionary enterprise, appear to be 
ina state of growing stability and usefulness. 
The Mission in New South Wales being now di- 
vided into three Circuits, and four missionaries 
are employed, itis affording religious assistance 
ona larger scale to the settlers in the interier ; 
as well as ministering to the population of the | 
towns, the moral state of whi¢’is well known, 
and calls for the deepest Christian sympathy. 
The brethren, however; employed at this sta- 
tion, are encouraged to proceed in their labors of 
love ; and their letters to the Committee fur- 
nish ground to believe, that their labors will 
net be in vain in the Lord. 

~ New-Ze.anp is another important station “in” 
that distant part of the world. ‘The wretched 
state of the inhabitants presents a deeply affect- 
ing picture of the effects of human. corruption, 
and of the necessity of the gospel. Ip no’ place 
are its pacific influences more’ pathetically in- 
voked, by the ‘groans and sufferings of the vic- 
tims of barbarous cruelty, and infuriate passions; | 
and in no part of the earth will its triumphs as 
the Gospel of peace. and -salzation be more 
strongly marked, or appeal with more powerful 
and delightfalefiect to the feelings of our com-' 
mon humanity.” in addition to the horrible 
relation of Shungees cruelty and ferocity which 
has been made public by the natives—Mr. 
Leigh observes, in his journal, under date Dec. 
20th, 1822—“ A tribe haye killed four slaves, 
and eaten them within view of Rangahoo! A 
mother and son had been taken ‘as slaves in war; 
the mother was given to a tribe in'the Bay of 
Islands; andthe people, fearing that the son 
would run from them after his parent, killed 
and eat him; they also murdered and devoured 
a beautiful young woman, the same evening, for 
asmall offence.” Mr. Leigh, however, is not’ 
without hope of succeeding, by the blessing of 
God, in making an i on the .minds of 
these cannibals, favo to christianity ;—they 
fare it appears desirous and capable of receiv-

Although much has been published duriog 
the past year, relative tothe Wesr Inp1a Mis- 
sions, your Committee cannot close their Re- 
port without adverting to the deep afflictions 
which have been experienced by our dear 
brethren and people in some of those Islands, 
and of expressing theiy gratitude tothe Father 
of mercies that the. storm of calumny and impi- 
ous’ fostility, which for sometime frowned upoa 
the Church of God in that part of the world, hav- 
ing insome degree cleared away, has, lett the 
cause of true religion, it is confidently hoped, 
uninjured. , 

Although the late Rev. Mr. Smith—the per- 
secuted and deeply injured Missionary in Dema- 
rara,,was not a minister in the Wesleyan Meth- 
odist Connexion, but. belonged to the London 
Missionary Society; your Committee, and the 
pious of ail denominations, itis believed, have 
cordially sympathised with him and his family, 
and friends. | From the publication of the Lon- 
don Missionary Society, and from facts which 
have transpired since his imprisonment’ and 
Meath, thereis reason to believe he was guiltless 
of the dreadful charges which were brought 
against him, Itis feared therefore, that he was 
sucritised to the fury and madness of the people. 
He is now however where the wicked cease | 
from troubling, and where the weary are at 
rest. 

In Caneda and’ Newfoundland, as well as in 
this district, it is believed, the work.of God is 
gradually deepening und extendirg.—By a let- 
ter received per last packet from New-Found- 
land, it appears that it is the intention of the 
Committee in London to establish a Mission 
among the Indians of Labrador—an_ object, 
which they have for some years had in view. 

‘The number of Missionary stations as appears 
from the minutes of the last Conference,through- 
owt the world, is 107. The ‘total number of 
missionaries employed is 160; and of mémbers 
under their care is 31,411. There are 139 mis- 
sion schools, containing nearly 10,000 children. 
The amount of receipts for the year ending Dec. 
31, 1823—is £35,830 4 8,—being] an increase 
above the preceding yearof more than Four 
THOUSAND pounds. 

While your Committee fell much pleasure in 
being able to’announce solarge an increase in 
the funds of the Parent Institution, they feel 
grateful to God and to their friends in this town, 
for the exertions which they have made during 
the past year to aid the funds of the Society— 
the amount paid into the hands of your Treas- 
urer, up to this day, is £13414 11—being £33 
5 3 1-2 less than last year. ‘Fo account for this 
deficiency, your Committee feel it their duty to 
state, that upwards of £120 have been subscrib- 
ed within a few weeks towards the erection of a 
school-room, &c. adjoining the chapel—and for 
which they are requested to present, their friends 
the cordial thanks of the trustees and Managers 
of the, institution.—It. should also be observed, 
that the absence during the last seven months 
of Mr. J. A. Barry, the active and highly re- 
spected secretaryhas been considered as anoth- 
er reason why the amount of subscriptions is less 
this year than the preceding. 

To the Ladiesthe members of the Halifax 
Wesleyan Missionary ,Fémiale Association much 
is due. Their exertions during the past year 
have beeen unwearied and successful. £22 13 
7 have been raised by fem in weekly subscrip- 
tions of one penny, out of the above sum report- 
ed as the proceeds of the Branch Society. 
These liberal and unwearied exertions of ‘the 
friends to. our Missions, are most encouraging, 
and Jead your committee confidently to hope, 
that the glorious cause in which we are engag- 
ed, will not languish for any support which Chris- 
tians in Halifax or Neva’ Scotia are able to af- 
ford. ‘he period is fast approaching when 
the mountain of ‘the Lord’s ‘house shall -be 
established in the top of the mountains, and 
shall be exalted above the hills ; and all the na- 
tions shail flow into it. For the kingdoms of this 
world shall become the kingdoms of our God 
and of his Christ, and he shail reign for éver 
and ever.

REVIVAL AT SEA. 
Letter to Rev. Sylvestcr Holmes, dated New-Bed- 
ford, 15th May, 1824. 

Sirn,—At your request, I will attempt to give 
you un account of the recent revival of religion 
in the ship Com. Decatur, during a whaling voy- 
age to the Pacific Ocean. 

We sailed from New-Bedford with a crew of 
twenty-one mén, including officers, amongst 
whom wasnot one serious person. 
by a surprising effort of his power, has reclaim- 
ed, weitrust, some of us. Nothing worthy of 
note occurred during our yoyage round Cape 
Horn, until one of our number fell from the 
main top-mast overboard and we saw him no 
He left a wife and family. 

This circumstance created some seriousness, 
but in two or three days it was almost forgotten. 
We put into the Sandwich Islands to repair the 
ship. On examination we found that the bot- 
tom of the vessel was worn through, and but 
one quarter of an inch of pine board separated 
At these Islands, a scene of 
wickedness commenced which my mind shud- 
ders to remember ; but I soon found it was a pre- 
vailing custem for the Europeans and Americans 
to have such familiar intercourse with the na- 
We sailed from here ‘on a short cruise, 
and returned, and sailed again in company with

17. Search the Scriptures, that you may be wise 
unto salvation, through faith which is in Christ Je- 
sus. Read themin your closets, in your fami- 
lies, and in religious assemblies. The doctrines 
which you are to teach, the duties which you 
are to enforce, and the promises and threaten- 
ings which you are to deliver, must be drawn 
from these pure fountains. These holy writ- 
ings will teach you how to pray and preach, and 
how to live and die ; they will shed a refresh- 
ing light on your path, place before your eyes 
a train of illustrious examples, whose faith you 
are to follow; andthey willbe your safe and 
unerring guide through this abode of darkness, 
sin and sorrow.
